The Department of Animal Husban 
dry of the University of Alberta is ar- 
ranging to stage the annual * Feeders 
Day” this year on April 10. This is 
the last day of the Edmonton Spring 
Show and it is being held at this time 
in order to give fair visitors an op- 
portunity to take in this event at the 
University. The results of the feed- 
ing trials conducted during the past 
year in which 80 steers, 320 hogs and 
20 dairy cows have been used will be 
presented and discussed. The inter- 
esting feature in connection with the 
days programme will be the ‘fact that 
those in attendance will have an op- 
portunity of inspecting the animals 
and on this basis decide the relative 
merits of the different rations used. 
“Feeders Day” has now become an 
estublished event at the University of 
Alberta and the increased attendance 
each year indicates that this is a very 
satisfactory method of giving publicity 
to the results of livestock experi- 
mental work.

That 182 miles of new railway lines 
were completed and opened for opera-

The report states this is the largest 
annual inereass since the year 1915 in 
new transportation lines, Of the ad- 
ditional mileage, 111 miles was con- 
stracted by the QOanadian National 
Railways, 67 miles by the Canadian 
Pacific Railways and four miles by
